Clear Cutting Second Growth 
Hardwood 


A heavy 1 loss is sustained 
by the owner of a second-growth 
woodlot if it is clean cut when the 
trees are m the small diameter class. 

What size should a tree be, when 
cut, in order Mt the highest financ- 
fal returns may be realized. Cleary; 
it must vary with the market condi- 
tions and the species, but there are 
several relationships between trees of 
large and small diameters that should 
be understood ahd given careful con- 
sideration. 

An species of trees sxould not be 
cut indiscriminately for fuelwood as 
some, such as white „Walnut, oak, 
vine and spruce, on account of qua- 
lities of the wooq have a very high 
value for special purposes and muc', 
higher financia] returns over a period 
of years will be realized if they are 
left to grow to’ timber size. 

All trees have to go through the 
seedling, sapling and polewood stages, 
and during this stage the annual 
wood growth is only a fraction, when 
compared to the annual growth when 
it is in the larger diameter classes. 

The general rule is that the annual

But with the | 
time conditions occasioned by a bliz-| 
zard, it is more or less of a miracle | 
to get through at all until hours or 
days after the blizzard is over. Last 
Tvesday the blizzard came on just 
after Miss Folkarg had left Coe Hill 
with her hired car and driver. 

From then on it was a matter of 
digging out from snow-drift after 
snow-drift. A few hundred vards of 
clear travelling and then bump into 
4 snow-drift was the repetition of ex- 
perience. Finally, the shovel was not 
enough to break a way through for 
tae flivver. 

The driver left to walk three miles 
to the nearest habitation, and it 
seeme4 hours before he returned, 
Miss Folkard said. He had phoned for 
help. and two teams and eight men 
accompanied the driver to the mar- 
ooned car. The help had come from 
five miles away. 

Hitching te ters onto the car 
thev towed it the remaining milos in- 
to Bancroft. the men acsisting bv 
heaving and pushing at the tough 
spots. Thirtoen hours after leavinge 
Coe Hill, tae welcome lights of Ban- 
croft were at hand. 

Since that time, Miss Folkar, has 
been recuperating—fortunately hav- 
ing suffered only a very bad cold 
brought on by the chilling experience. 
“Had I not been dressed as I was 
I shudder to think of what would 
have happened,” she said. 

Miss Folkard had aad a distress call 
to visit a family a fow miles ovt from 
Coe Hill. She had gone to Bancroft 
by train, hired a taxi, and accom- 
nlished her mission. It was on the re- 
turn trip that the blizzard came on. 
Anyway the condition was distres:- 
ing in that home—a tar paper shack 
where the mother and two infants 
had very little food, and they are go- 
ing to receive help, Miss Folkard 
said. 

You never saw snow anything like 
they have now in that North Country, 
Miss Folkard said. On the vay out 
by train from Bancroft, Friday, they 
held the train for the arrival of a 
sick man. From very early morning 
to noon, men aad been bringing him 
in from Fort Stewart, towing a sleigh 
behind a caterpillar tractor. That 
tractor would mount the ten-foot |. 
snow-drifts, mostly on top and only 
plowing through a little bit. Snow 
wa, being thrown in all directions, 
Miss Folkard said, oven though they 
travelled very slowly, and it took 
them hours to come from Fort Stew- 
art to Detlor where the train was 
meld. 

The people in the North Country 
are very kind, Miss Folkard feels— 
always ready to give freely of their 
time and anything they have to help 
people’ in trouble.
